Lot  ik  down  in  mercy  we  be¬ 
seech  Thee,  on  these  American 
States,  who  have  tied  to  Theefrom- 
the  rod  of  the  oppressor  and  thrown 
themselves  on  Thy  gracious  pro¬ 
tection,  desiring  to  l>e  henceforth 
dependent  on  Thee  only.  To  Thee 
they  have  appealed  for  the  right¬ 
eousness  of  their  cause  ;  to  Thee 
do  they  now  h>ok  up  for  thatcoun- 
tenauce  and  support  which  Thou 
alone  eaust  give.  Take  them  there¬ 
fore,  heavenly  Father,  uuder  Thy 
nurturing  care.  Give  them  wisdom 
in  council  ami  valor  in  the  field. 
Defwat  the  malicious  designs  of  our 
adversaries ;  convince  them  of  the 
unrighteousness  of  theircause;  aud 
if  tbev  still  persist  in  sanguinary 
purposes.  Oh !  let  the  voice  of 
Thiue  unerring  justice  soumling  in  ! 
their  hearts  constrain  them  to  drop  j 
their  unnerved  bauds  iu  the  day  or 
Imttfe.  He  thou  present’,  O  God  of 
Wisdom,  and  direct  the  councils  of 
this  bouorable  assembly.  Enable 
them  to  settle  things  on  the  best 
and  surest  foundation,  that  the 
scenes  of  blood  may  be  speedily 
closed,  and  order,  harmony  anti 
jteace  may  be  effectually  restored, 
and  truth,  justice,  religion,  and 
piety  prevail  and  thmrish  among 
Thy  people.
